againſt Heaven and 2gainft thee, and I am no more 
worthy to be called rhy ſon: upon 2 ſuddain, this man 
began to be franticke, nay, he thought himſelfe ro be 
no otherwiſe than Carn, and all his words were ſtill ay 
thofe of his, My puniflvent is greater than I am able to 
_ with theſe and fuch like diſtraRtions pulls 
length of 2 monerh, crying out upor ledts, and 
ſchiſmarickes in amoſt Jorible way, taking his moſt 
delight in walking the fields, much cheriſhing melan-
